In- 
tttead of this, the State has committed 
the folly ol permitting a few people to 
purchase the watei—to devote the entire 
oonutry to a few large ranges—to give 
contiol of about 1,000 acres for every 
acre purchased by a few cattlemen 
If a proper policy had been pursued 
Nevada would have bad a hundred small 
herdsmen for every ranchman to-day. 
As long as the State pursues the policy 
of selling the water, it ought to raise 
the price to $10 per acre, because by 
the time 500,000 acres will have boen 
disposed of the remainder of the grant 
will be unsaleable It is urged the raise 
in the prices will keep out those who 
would like to settle here 
A man who 


means business and wants 160 acres of 
land will not walk past it, if it has goo 1 
water because of $2 £>0 per acre. We 
submit tbat one hundred ranchers each 
developing ranches of 160 acres are 
much better calculated to add to the 
wealth and prosperity of the State than 
one man who has 160,000 acres taken 
up and used for grazing alone.—Appeal. 


Oommentiug oil the above the Enter- 


prise says* "An editorial in the Carson 
Appeal on the subject of the disposal of 
oar State lands, challenges general at- 
tention. 
It is based on the recent 


action of the Board of .Regents in rais- 
ing the price of land contigfons to 
springs and water courses 
As t-ie Ap- 


peal very sensibly remarks, tae matter 
IB now open to a fair discussion by tbe 
press of the State. Whatever is mate- 
rial to the controversy outjbt to b& pre 
sented, and that too, without either fear 
ol or favor to any parties interested. As 
the large domain subject to disposal by 


d the State and granted to it by the Gen- 


eral Government is »he heritage of the 
children of Nevada for educational pur- 
poses alone, the question should be dis- 
cussed with the fullest candor and in- 
telligence, and m order that this prec- 
ious patrimony shall be wisely and hon- 
estly administered. Neither the grazing 
or agricultural interests on one hand, 
nor the temporary advantage of a rash 
of business in the State Land Office on 
tho other, should be given too much 
weight in tha endeavors to arrive at 
just conclusions. The chief issue, it 
seems to us, is whether it is even right 
or expedient to permit individuals to 


derive great profits from lands which 
they neither loan or lease, nor upon 
which they pay tases for the support of 
the Government 


It is undeniable that this is done and 


that vast tracts of land in Nevada have 
oeen absorbed to pnvate Us>e under that 
provision of law which peimits the ptir- 
cliaoe of land in subdivisions as small 
as forty acres. It is claimed that tbe 
feature of the law wab adopted in the 
interest of the poor man, to whom even 
forty acres might prove a boon, but ex- 
perience has shown that it has been 
turned into a cunning device by neb, 
men to seize upon the spimgs and water 
courses, which are few and far between, 
thus BJablug them to griza their cattle 
frets of charge upon tho vastipttrvening 
stretches of plain and mouutain 
The 


records ciu be successfully appealed to as 
evidence that the almost umversol pi ic- 
tice ou the part of buyers has been to re- 
strict theinbslvei to the minimum bub- 
dmsions btirroundmg springs or lying 
uloug WiUei courses, conscious that by
